Bnlgarian Costomes. 


In this land of Bulgaria, so tinlike 
England, except in its green beauty, 
incongruous reminiscences of Henley 
regatta and Lord's ground are brought 
up every moment by the holiday dress 
of the peasantry, which at a short dis- 
tance looks like that of our cricketers 
and oarsmen, writes a London Times 
correspondent. 
The men wear trousers 
of white chaiak, or woolen homespun, 
red sashes, Oxford blue jackets, and 
scarlet skullcaps. A group of them on 
a grassplat makes one look round for 
the familiar tent, the wickets, and t^e 
rival eleven fielding ont. The women 
have a graceful head drapery of Turk- 
ish lawn, and their dresses are pro- 
fusely embroidered with that beautiful 
crewel work of silk or wool which the 
Turkish women used to make, but 
K^hich is made no longer since they left 
the land. 
These embroideries are still 
to be bought fairly cheap; but in a few 
years the railways will have carried 
them all off to the West. 
Already the 
Bulgarian women are beginning to un- 
derstand their value, and are putting 
them away for sale, along with the 
Turkey carpets, mats, and rich bed- 
counterpanes which make the interior 
of so many Bulgarian cottages con- 
trast marvelously with the outside. It 
is quite a common thing to find in these 
hovels, grimy with smoke and infested 
with vermin, 
hangings and dresses 
which could be sold for a guinea the 
square foot in Regent street, and the 
color of these stuffs is so fine, the ma- 
terial so pure, and the work so good 
and firm that a little cleaning will make 
fifty-year-old 
embroidery look 
like 
new. 
Alas, some apostles of civiliza- 
tion in the *orm of German bagmen 
have latterly taught the Bulgarian wo- 
men that they can mix a little cotton 
with their wool, and use cheaper ma- 
terial for their dyes, so that even the 
comfortable white and blue chaiaks, 
which were warm in winter and light in 
summer, which 
kept out rain and 
rheumatism, which could be darned 
and redamed and worn down to the 
thread} are now yielding to textures 
which, for trade purposes, bear the 
same name, but of which the proper- 
ties have nothing in common with the 
original. It is the German bagman, 
too, who has brought io Sophia the 
suits of shoddy that shrink at the touch 
of water, the printed cotton stuffs of 
which the colors are warranted fast— 
that is, fast to disappear; the watches 
guaranteed for a twelvemonth, and 
which go for just that lenpfth of time— 
no more; and the gimcrack furniture 
which limps, turns scaly, will not lock, 
and misbehaves itself in a dozen other 
wa% in the new houses of the European 
quarter.

Art teaching, as the uninitiated would un- 
derstand it, is not The student who goes to 
Paris to learn to paint is not coached from 
the first brush marks on his canvases till the 
last He must have enough of the artist 
within him to render this unnecessary before 
he will be permitted to study art there at alL 
But, once he shows that, his teaching doesn't 
cost him anything—the French government 
takes care of that, and the only expense he 
has to bear is that of actual living.

THE LATE GEN. HAZEIT. 


Gen. Hazen was bom Sept 37, 1830, at 
West Hartford, Windsor county, V t 
While 
still a boy ho went to Ohio with his parents, 
and was afterward sent to the West Point Mili- 
tary academy from that state. His graduation 
occurred in June, 1855, and in the ensuing 
year he served with credit in the Indian war 
in Oregon. After the close of that war, and 
until 1860, he was stationed in Texas, with the 
rank of second lieutenant, acquitting himself 
honorably. In 1860 he was made assistant 
professor of infantry tactics at West Point, 
butresijcned that position on the breaking 
out of the civil war. He flrst took command 
of the Foity-second regiment of Ohio volun- 
teers, and served with csigdit duiing the re- 
bellion, distinguishing himsèiC^ the battles 
of ytone River, Chicamauga, Mtssi^Riage, 
Stottsboro, and during the eutireweocgia 
campaign. In the meantime he had 
first, to the rank of brigadier general, and 
afterward to that of major genei-al. At the 
dose of the war he was given command of 
the 
Fifteenth army corps by the presi- 
dent 
of 
the United States in recog- 
nition of his services during the contest. 
After the war Gen. Hazen was made colonel 
of the Thii'ty-eighth Infantry, and was later 
transferred to the Sixth. 


THE SIONAL OFFICE IN WASHINOTOW. 


In 1870-71 he visited the seat of the Rus- 
so-Turkish war, and on his return he 
wrote 
a 
book 
on the French and 
German armies. In 1877 he was sent 
to Vienna by President Hayes 
as an 
attache of the American legation. 
Between 
these two trips abroad he was stationed with 
his regiment at Fort Buford, D. T., and his 
investigations there led to the revealing of 
many fraudulent practices and to the dis- 
grace which later fell upon Secretary Bel- 
knap. 


Gen. Hazen was the author of several books, 
and, especially in his younger days, wrote 
quite voluminously for the newspapers. He 
was appomted chief signal oflQcer in 1880 to 
succeed Gen. Myers. It was claimed that the 
appointment was largely due to social in- 
fluences, and there was some feeling because 
he, then occupying the rank of colonel, 
should succeed one who was a major- 
generaL 
During 
his 
incumbency the 
efficiency of the weather 
bureau was 
much increased. 
He introduced the "cold 
wave" signals, and the weather predictions 
became much more accurate under his di- 
rection. 


He was a rigid disciplinarian, and this led 
to much bad feeling. When Lieut. Greely 
was lost in the frozen seas of the north. Gen. 
Hazen requested Secretary of War Lincoln 
to send a «ealing vessel to the lieutenant's res- 
cue. 
This the secretary 
refused to do, 
and GJen. Hazen was not slow to criticise his 
superior. This led to a court martial, which 
was held in 1885, and remilted in the general 
being reprimanded. 


Gen. Hazen has for some time intended to 
retire f ix)m the sei-vice, and it was generally 
understood that Ck>l. Greely would succeed 
him. 


G^n. Hazen was married about fifteen 
yeara tigo to Miss Mildred McLean, a daughter 
of Washington McLean, of Cincinnati Mrs. 
Hazeii and their only son are now in Paris, 
where they have been for some months. 


A correspondent of London Truth sug- 
gests t'lat a panorama of the shop windows, 
with an intelligent lecturer to explain their 
wonders, might be useful in thè country 
districts.
